1. Xu accordance with your request is paragraph 9 -a of referenced dispatch, 
we are transmitting herewith the following information on the personalities 
Mentioned in the debriefing.

*. P r. BnrlJe BSfKMAHIB . Born about 1928. Sis father wee on 
official in the Riga Custom Administration. Hie aether is said to 
hare been of Russian origin} both parents and children spohe Russian 
fluently. I. B. has a sister, Alias, who wee boom about 1980. In 
1941, after tin Soviets withdrew from Latvia, Alias B. Berried 
fldvuds smcs, when she had known in high school. Their first sen, 
Aivnrs, was hem in 1948. At that tine the family was living in 
Riga st Blauwsna iela 86, Apt. 23* 

Berios Bergmani* began to study aedleine at the diversity of Latvia 
in Riga about 1942. In October 1944, he left Riga together with hie 
aister sad her family in older to escape from Kurseae to Sweden* Hie 
hrother»in*law, fldvuds 9VXXCB, managed to obtain for hint a certificate 
from the Fraiteufklaerungstrupp 818 (a miUtary espionage unit of the 
Gemma Army) which enabled B. 1. to live in Burceme for a couple of 
months without being bothered by tbe Osman security forces. They 
arrived in fenteplls about mid-October 1914 end lived there for 
about a month together with other refugees from Riga, including 
among others, Mr. and Mrs. Edm u nd s 8883818 {the latter is now In 
Sweden where she re-married, her present hothead is the eeonomiet- 
•tatistician Ear lie 2XVS8XB, a co-worker of Gen. feraere TESTERS); 

Mrs. fieldra S8A8HBS, nee fibulie (now in Sweden, re-married to the 
Reverend Leonids CffXBE la Dppsals), and others. At the beginning 
of HoveOber, all the refugees were ordered to wove out from fenteplls 
to the seashore around Jurkalne where they were to wait for boats 
from Sweden, from this group only Mrs. KRASTXBS (now CUISS) managed 
to escape to Sweden on the night of 10 Rovesfeer. Earles BERGMAR2S 
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participated together with hl» brother-in-law and other younger ran, 
among the a jfog&* LUKIBB (now la Stockholm Sweden), la clandestine 
patrols aft«*~the gee coast to watch for the boats fm Sweden. 
Around Christnaa 1944, the Smut organised a big rail la order to 
arreat the would-be escapees; during thia raid both Barijt BSRQKAJ13B 
and Vldvuds BV82CS were arrested sad jailed Sa Llepaja. After a 
couple of sooths they were both released froa prison; VL&vude 
8VKXCS tea a ssig ned to a reserve unit of the Latvian Legion la 
Lie® oja, but Sarljs BIKflMABIS returned to Jurkalne. Luring the 
days of the capitulation, f. 8VBXC8 joined his family In Jtarraiae* 
Matt a week after the capitulation, ?. 3V&K& aad 8* 8MWW8888 
wort detained by the Seviete rad placed la a "filtration 1 * caap 
near Veatepils. Here they m a na g ed to get on grad terra with the 
prison guards rad ware released soon after.

Is graduated about 1947 and worked as an assistant 
physician at the gamerl health resort la the saner of 1$M»? and 1948; 
at this tins he was alrrady asrrled. Xa 1948 he was assigned to the 
prat of hospital director la Vlesite, Latvia.

Caeca era know there 
the Dgraaeo has ''raide d” ot her oluha end industries in order to obtain oat- 
standing players.

6* She fact that TILBOEX/l exfiltrated with the primary ala of obtaining 
MS support for the organisation is entirely consistent with the facts in the 
TALS0IAR ease. If you will recall, when TALSENAR exfiltrated in i$48 it was 
with the primary objective of obtaining MS support for the organisation. 
Tnanwmrh as he was u nable to effect any contact with the ASS, he reluetaotly 
aeeeptcd Joint SNOSi/TSSaAft support and returned to Latvia on a mission after 
receiving training. Prior to his return however, he established independent 
neane of conasmtcatlon with CAMBABO/l with the lntentioa that if the latter 
could succeed in contacting end interesting the MS, these communication 
chennela could be utilised for naiata lwin g oenteet with the MS. Since hie 
return to Latvia, TALtSMAB has written several overt-text letters to 
CAKBARO/l vherein it is apparent he le still anxiously attempting to establish 
this contact with the MS. 

7* Subject’s exfiltration route via Vcntspile say well fanve been 
dictated by the organisation and any represent their conception of proper 
clandestine cut-out procedures. On the basis of available reports, it le 
considered probably true that a person can travel into and out of Tentwpils 
without the forbidden sons cachet being required or having it entered in hie 
p as spor t. Permanent residents, however, who register with the looal alii tie, 
receive the forbidden mm cachet. 

8. It is felt to be quite possible that a logical reason existed for 
issuing the rubber boat to WMSSf/l in Biga rather than directly to the 
fisherman since his Sign contact nay have tod no neans to get it dlreetly to 
BJ7LKFA or nay not even have been aware of hie identity, a somewhat 
incongruous note appears, however, if we consider the spectacle of two asm 
with a deflated rubber boat on a notorcyeLe at night traveling the eoneidernble 
distance from Tent spile to Rbjn on a road which is iensdlately adjacent to a 
patrolled beach. Xh addition, latest reports indicate the entire coastal 
area of Latvia is in toe category of a restricted sons, probably up to a 
depth ef 18 to. inland. It is conceivable, of course, that "AMX0 , because 
of hie occupation and residence, nay have been able to provide for a 
suitable cover story and documentation. 



9* Am far as toe LdOffROVS aspects of VAUS9&B are concerned, there is 
not now any factual evidence, nor has there been, that his network is under 
828 control. Xn view of thh ever-present possibility of RIB control which 
is inherent in this type of ease end which has, Moreover, been compounded by 
toe duration and extent of TAiJffiMAIt's operations. Headquarters bee always 
been Inclined to treat 7ALSSKAB with a good deal of healthy skepticism. 

It should be emphasised that there Is no known basis in fact for considering 
TAS29KMAR to be RXS controlled, and our own cautious approach to him is merely 
a ease of presuming him guilty until proven innocent. 
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10 . Upon receipt of the JIEBAR debriefings tad further details frees 
SSUffiOT, it is hoped sufficient lnforaatioa sill be available la order to 
perait a thorough LC1MPR0VB analysis of this ease.
